TAX PROGRAM 
WORK BEGUN 


Sec. Morgenthau Meets 
With Senate, House 
Committee Chairmen

WASHINGTON (lP—The three 
highest tax officials in the govern- 
ment conferred today on a tax 
program that will require the tax- 
payers to hand over to the govern- 
ment almost one-fourth of the na- 
tional income. 


Secretary of Treasury Henry 
Morgenthau,, Jr., met Chairman 
Walter F. George, D. Ga., of the 
senate finance committee and Rob- 
ert L. Doughton, D., N. C., of the 
house ways and means committee 
to discuss means of raising $27,000,- 
000.000—the greatest tax load in 
American history. 

Morgenthau, George and Dough- 
ton will lay the groundwork for the 
new tax bill and may decide tent- 
atively what economic groups 
should share the greatest part of 
the war cost burden. 

The $27,000.000,000 tax program 
envisages an increase of $9,000,000,- 
000 over what taxpayers will pay 
this year. All of the increase and 
most of the remainder will go to fi- 
nance the war effort. 

Wesley Disney, D., Okla., 
member of the ways and means 
committee, believed the tax bill fi- 
nally approved might be something 
like this: 

1. A three per cent sales tax. 

2. A three per cent withholding 
tax on imdividual incomes.

ice, through dealers. | 


5. Pay the list price for all cars 
requisitioned or purchased by the 
government. 

6. Pay the dealers for the cost of 
financing, insurance and storage 
on all cars and trucks carried by 
dealers after Jan. 1, 1942 until li- 
quidated or released. | 

7. Agree to purchase at retail de- 
livered prices all cars and trucks 
which may be tendered by dealers 
on or after July 1, 1942. 

8. Place no restrictions on the 
sale of town cars, limousines, con- | 
vertible coupes or convertible se- 
dans or trucks that are not stand- 
ard units. 

Before Cargile’s scheduled ap- 
pearance before the senate com- 
mittee, the office of production 
Management announced a modifi- 
cation of the restriction on sales of 
new passenger cars and trucks. Pur- | 
chases by the army, navy, and cer- 
tain other government agencies will 
be allowed immediately. Prime con- 
tractors for the army or navy may 
purchase new vehicles if army or 
navy officials confirm that they are 
needed for construction work on 
armanent projects. Automobiles and 
trucks may be sold where an “es- 
sential user” obtains a priority rat- 
ing of A-1-J from OPM priorities 
director Donald M. Nelson. 

The OPM’s automotive branch 
also ruled that all 1942 model pass- 
enger cars and trucks—regardless 
of how many miles they have been 
driven—come under terms of the 
ban on dealers’ sales. This inter- 
pretation halts sales of “demon- 
strators” which, it was reported, 
were being sold despite the ban. The 
ban also extends to sales of earlier 
models which have ben run less 
than 1,000 miles.

With the world’s very founda- 
tions shaken by a war of such ter- 
rifying magnitude that all of us 
should be shocked into a new 
awareness of our responsibilities as 
citizens, perhaps it is time to start 
reading between the _ lines—cau- 
tiously interpreting the momentous 
events going on about us. Perhaps 
it is time to rid ourselves of habits 
of mental indolence and do a little 
serious thinking and analyzing. 

May we illustrate: 

Recently it was announced that 
American railroad men had ‘been 
granted another wage increase by 
the railroads. We do not intend to 
argue the merits or demerits of 
that increase, or Whether it should 
or shouldn't have been granted. 

The important thing is that most 


of us—unless we stopped to think— | 
would probably dismiss the news, 
with the comment: “Well, I see the! 
capitulated and, 


railroads finally 
gave the boys a raise!” Or if we 
didn’t approve of the methods used 
to achive the raise—a threat to tie 
up the nation’s entire railroad sys- 
tem by a _ paralyzing strike—we 
might comment: “It’s about time 
the government stopped giving in 
to these strike bosses, it’s time 
business stopped giving in, too!” 
But the other fact—the over- 
looked fact—is that the railroads 
haven’t given the railroad men 
anything! That raise will be paid 
by farmers and other shippers— 
and by the men and women of 
America who ride the trains. THE 
GOVERNMENT AND THE RAIL- 
ROADS MAY HAVE GRANTED 
IT, BUT WE WILL PAY FOR IT! 
That’s how the news reads when 
we analyze and interpret it, for a 
few days after the first announce- 
ment there was a second announce- 
ment: The nation’s railroads had 
petitioned the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for increased freight 
and passenger rates which would 
produce approximately $356,525,- 
000 in additional revenue annually.
